The Agricultural Experiment Station at Logan, Utah, 
U.S. A., conducting a two years’ test with beet ~suga~ 
refuse molasses, found that when hogs were selling as low 
as $4.00 a hundred, live weight, this material had a feed- 
ing value of frcm g8, cents to $1.12 per hundred pounds 
when compared with prevailing prices of other feeds, 

From this analysis and by other experiments, it is calcu- 
lated that one quart of molasses has the same feeding value 
as from three to four quarts of oats, and due to the condi- 
tioning effect of the material on animals, it is found that 
horses that are working hard were in better condition when 
fod en molasses then when they were fed dry feed alone, 
and the cost cf the feed was reduced about 25 per cent,

| More Men Than Women, 


There are half a million more men 
in Canada than women, according to 
statistics issued by the census de- 
partment at Ottawa recently. This 
is largely due to immigration, more 
males coming into the country than 
females. For the population under 
16 years of age, the proportion is 
fairly level. At the age of 70 the 
ratio of males to females assumes 
|} again its normal proportions. The 
greatest longevity is seen in Prince 


Edward Island, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. From 80 years and 
upwards the female population 


shows a greater tenacity to life than 
does the male. 

Of the total male population, 62 
| per cent, are single, and of the total 
female population 57 per cent. are 
single. The percentage of the widow- 
ed is greater for females at 
age period. This apparently shows 
| that the rate of mortality is greater 
amongst married males than among 
married females. In all eastern 
cities, the female population § out- 
numbers the males, and the opposite 
is the case in the west. 
| When the census was taken in 
Hull, there were 120 persons over 
the age of 100 years. Sixty-two of 
these were males and 58 females, 
There were 1.548 persons over the 
age of 90. There are 37 centenar- 
fans in Ontario and 21 in Quebec,

at the age of twenty-six he was chos- 
en to represent his native constitu- 
ency in the Provincial Legislature. 
Those were the days when, as the 
late Thomas D’Arcy McGee so truly 
said, the tide of events had already 
shaped its course toward Confeder 
ation. 

Often when in a reminiscent mood, 
Mr. Costigan is fond of harping back 
to those stirring days when men’s 
souls were sorely tried, and he has 
been quoted as saying that the bogey 
of ‘“‘Fenianism’’ was cleverly used to 


scare the Lower or Maritime Pro 
vinces into Confederation. 

In that first Parliament young Cos- 
tigan—he was then but 32—found 
himself associated with such giants 
as Macdonald, Brown, Cartier, Galt, 


Tilley, Peter Mitchell and D’Arcy Me- 
Gee. Yet a search of Hansard of 


| those early days will reveal the fact 
| that Mr. Costigan took an important 


part in the debates, and as far back 
as May 23, 1882——at the age of 47— 
he entered the Government of Sir 


John Macdonald as Minister of In- 


land Revenue. It was in this yeas 
that Mr. Costigan moved his fam- 
ous resolution in the House of Com- 
mons in favor of Gladstone’s first 


Home Rule “ill, which was support- 
ed by, and drew .rom, Edward 
Blake what is considered to be the 
greatest speech of that distinguished 
Parliamentarian’s career. 

For reasons that are well known to 


all who are familiar with Canadian 
politics since ‘96, Mr. Costigan 
shortly afte-wards found himself 
compelled to sever his connection 
with the party in whose ranks he 
had fought so long, and give his 
allegiance to Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
In 1907 he was appointed to the 
Senate, and in the deliberations of 
the Upper Chamber he has brought 
to bear a knowledge of conditions 
{and a ripe political experience which 


have marked him as one of its most 
prominent members, He had the last 
word on the naval question last ses- 


| sion, rising to address the Senate at 


nearly two o’clock in the morning. 

On Sunday, Feb. Ist., Mr. Costigan 
quietly celebrated his 79th birthday. 
The years sit lightly spon his broad, 
rugged shoulders, and the mental vig- 
or, which made him the worthy foe- 
man of the great legislators of brave 
days of old, is apparently unimpaired 
now.
